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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Determining the geographical state of the correct escheat by inputting a property 
owner address into a computer, which then compares the said address to a United 
States Postal Service certified database. A probable escheat state is determined based 
on the comparison and a confidence code is assigned to the escheat state. 

Prior art teaches the concept of determining the geographical state of the 
correct escheat by comparing a property owner address to a US poster service 
database. 

Prior art does not teach assigning a confidence code to the determined 
probable escheat state
